1: and have reason to look upon man 
as thelr natural enemy. Consequ- 
ently they remain watchfully in hid- 
ing ,exercising their many arts to 
remain unobserved, and it is easy to 
pass through the woods and see scarce- 
ly a sign of life. 

But the life is there, and If we sit 
down quietly and walt, with or with- 
out a camera, it will in time appear. 
Quietness on our part begets confid- 
ence on the part of the animals, and 
curlosity will do the rest. One of 
the most successful naturalists that I 
know,;who once made a study cf the 
wild Ife of the South American jun- 
gle, told me that he employed but 
one method in his bloodless hunting 
—to find a quiet, comfortable spot in 
the woods and to sit. down and wait. 
That was the sum total of his techin- 
que, and he was able to observe what 
hours of laborious tramping would 
never have disclosed to him, 

I find that this method has @ curious 
reaction upon myself, Waitirg thus 
quietly, I find myself becoming one 
with nature.

The steam locomotive met and was 
vanquished recently by {ts first prim- 


ary rival to emerge since Stephenson 
produced his Rocket nearly 100 years _ 


aro. 

An oll-electric locomotive kept pace 
with the International Limited of the 
Canadian National Railways, on a 
run of 334 miles from Montreal to 
Toronto. The victory of the oll-elec- 
tric was on the basis of operating 
éost. For the steam locomotive used 
about $80 worth of coal on the run, 
while the new-comer used only $25 
worth of oil. 

The oil-electric may be put on the 
tracks ready to operate without a 
costly power plant or third-rall sy# 
tem. It ja a primary power vehicle— 
‘that is, one that generates the energy 
it consumes. The locomotive con- 
sists of two units, Each has a 12- 
cylinder Diesel engine which. drives 
an electric generator, which in turn 

| moves individual. motors that spin 
the four pairs of driving wheels on 
each unit. : 

The oil-electric accelerated to 60 
miles an hour in about two minutes, 
or about twice the rate at which a 
steam locomotive performs this feat, 
It maintained a speed of 70 and 7% 
miles an hour, for many miles, 

It is predicted that “the oll-electric 
will-eventually displace the steam en- 
gine and delay or postpone ‘electrifica- - 
tlon.—New. York Times.

“PARTY IS THE.MADNESS OF MANY FOR THE 
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TRUSTEES’ CONVENTION 


On November 15th the first Con- 
Trustees of Centre 
Hastings was held at the United 
Church in Madoc Village. 

The afternoon session opened at 
2.80 with a good attendance. Mr. 
Wm. Morton, Reeve of Huntingdon 
fownship, acted as Chairman and 
spoke briefly before calling upon In- 
spector A. W. McGuire, who was the 
first speaker. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. McGuire endeavoured to 
show the value of such a meeting for 
the discussion of school problems and 
the promotion of good-will. He ask- 
ed his audience to picture in one 
group the twenty-five hundred pupils 
who attend Public School in Centre 
Hastings, and to realize that all the 
efforts of school officials are in be- 
half of those pupils. He pointed out 
that it is the duty of trustees and 
educators to undertake any work 
which will enrich the lives of pupils 
and teach them how to live. Mr- 
McGuire commended School Boards 
for the splendid work which they 
have done, and stated that Centre 
Hastings has some Trustees who are 
as good as any in the province of 
Ontario. He cited cases Where School 
Boards had spent large “Sums of 
money in making improvements in 
their schools. ~ 

Mr. V. K. Greer, M. A. Chief In- 
pector of Public and Separate Schools 
spoke on, “Trustees and Their Work” 
Mr. Greer stated-that he came to get 
the views of trustees as well as to 
present the views and attitude of the 
Department of Education toward 
school questions. He pointed out to 
the Trustees that they have a great 
opportunity for service and endeav- 
oured to give them a new vision. Mr. 
Greer placed great emphasis on the 
necessity of meetings of School 
Boards throughout the year. He said 
that the Inspector and Trustees 
should meet at the school after each 
inspectorial visit to discuss ‘the needs 
of the school and conditions in gener- 
al. 

“The Value of Regular Attendance” 
was the subject of an address by Dr. 
MacDougall, Provincial Attendance 
Officer. He stated that the average 
attendance of pupils throughout the 
province of Ontario was 135 days per 
year, and contended that. this is far 
from satisfactory. Dt. MacDougall 
said that pupils who remain away 
from school lose the work taught 
during their absence: and also spoil 
the work for pupils who attend: re- 
gularly, since these pupils must mark 
time while the work is gone over a- 
gain for the absentees. The speaker 
stressed the value of having every 
child develop habits of regularity and 
punctuality. Dr. MacDougall . com- 
plimented the. Trustees for showing 
such interest in educational matters, 
and stated that he had attended such 
meetings in other parts of the Pro- 
vince but that he had never seen 86 
large a gathering assembled from 80 
small an area, 


The Chairman called upon Mr. Geo. 
Bailey, Warden of Hastings County, 
for an address. Mr. Bailey in a short 
speech spoke of the necessity of ed- 
ucation for all children regardless of 
the work which they might later do. 
Farmers and business men require an 
education on account of keen com- 
petition stated Mr. Bailey. Mr. Geo. 
Stokes, Reeve of Hungerford Town- 
ship, replying briefly to the Chair- 
man’s request for a speech, said that 
he was in sympathy with any move- 
ment designed to improve rural 
schools. Others who spoke briefly were 
Mr. Charles Mumby, Mr. F. A. Com- 
erford, and Mr. C. A. Bedell. 

At the close of the afternoon ses- 
sion Dr, MacDougall met the Atten- 
dance Officers to discuss with them 
difficulties connected with their work

“We all remember the day when 
Canadians were regarded, and we 
{indeed feady to regard themselves, as 
the producers of no more than food- 
stuffs and raw materials 
chatiged for British manufactures. 
The position is quite different to-day.” 


The Canadian Gazette. 


“It' ig true ‘that Canadian yleld of 
farm produce is still stupendous, and, 
despite occasional setbacks such as 
in the wheat crop of this year, tends 
to increase,” adds the Canadian 
Gazette. “The wheat yield in the 
past five years has averaged well over 
400 million bushels, and taking the 
average annual value of the crop has 
been sémething like $420 millions, or 
£86 millons sterling. The value of 
all agricultural products has been 


~more than fourfold as great as five 


years ago. 


“But the fact remains that Canada’s 
manufacturing production far exceeds 
her agricultural production, and wi 1 
so remaiti. Indeed, the British Trade 
Commissioner in Canada reports that 
no less than $5,750 millions, or £960 
millions sterling, is now invested in 
Canadian factories, and the invest- 
ment covers a very large field of in- 
dustrial production.

New Allegations Against 

' Russians - 

Paris.—Georges Bessadovaky, oust- 
ed Soviet Charge DiAffaires here, 
made new allegations against Russian, 
spies, including the charge that they, 
had obtained highly valuablé econo- 
mic documents belon to the 
American Embassy in Berlin. 

He gave the French secret police 
the names of six alleged Soviet super- 
sples who, he said, direct a vast es- 
pionage system in F He sald 
three were Soviets employed by the 
Embassy, the Soviet bank and the So- 
viet commercial agency; one was 4 
former Czarist gefieral, and two were 
Frenchmen whose duties were to re- 
port the activities of the ‘French’ 
Cabinet and Parliament. 

The French secret police replied 
they long had known of the activities 
ofthe six men named. *° 

“Last year, when | was a guest of 
Ambassador Kretinsky in Berlin, I 
heard @ counsellor advise the Ambas-— 
sador that Soviet agents had obtained 
most valuable economic documents of 
the American Embassy,” Bessadovsky 
told the United Press. ’ 

“The agetits had hoped to get very 
important political documents from 
the same souree, but they failed, 

“The Soviet's chief European spy, 
office’ is in Berlin, where Moscow 
agents cover every Embassy, especial- 
ly those of France and Great Britain.

We regard the | 
poor as friends and not as péople 
through whom we satisfy our desire 
for a sense of superiority. - The war 
brought about this change, I am told, 
although my knowledge of socia' ser- 
vice before the war springs largely 
from hearsay, because I was too young 
then to take any active part.

- My 
words, in other clothes, were receiv- 
ed as the advice of a young, inex- 
perienced West End lady. 


Need of Workers 


_ Every social worker must have the 
talent for making people like her. 
‘A tactless person never can be a suc- 
cessful home visitor or a club organt- 
zer, no matter how kind her motives. 
She can take charge of office routine, 
keep records, make reports. But ‘she 
must not be sent out to do the hu- 
man side of the work, as she often is | 
now because there is a shortage of 
well-equipped voluntary workers. | 

This is the stumbling block, even 
in America; there are not yet enough | 
women who combine the driving force | 
ot being interested in the lives ot 
other people with the tact to ex 
press that force fntelligently. 1 be- 
gan doing social service when 1 left 
Downing Street in 1924. I was only 
partly trained, because my schooling 
had ‘Interrupted in December, 
1925, n the Labor Party came into 
power. I had had one year and one 
term at King’s College for Women, 
the only college in England which 
gives 4 combined household and 
social sciénce course. I became 
secretary of the care committee of an 
Fast End school. It was my duty to 
follow up cases for which doctors had 
recommended treatment. 1 went into 
this work as a. preparation for the 
London County Council, which even 
then was my chosen field for social 
service, 

The care committees work wa: worth, 
while. What joy, hejually~to see a 
child cltange mentally and physically 
because of some minor operation 
undertaken through my efforts! 

I never have felt that one eould put 
right the injustices of society through} 
social) ‘xervice alone. ‘In the last an- 
alysis social work must be 4 tune | 
tion of government Tt is not en-| 
nogh for a municipality or county or 
national government merely to en- 
eourage welfare work. The govern: 

ent must take the responsibillty, 
must put an end to opportunities for 
“patch¥ork” social service, stop all 
waste of time and energy In the petty 
business of raising fa.d> for private 
charities, and see that enersy is used 
for more constructive work.

Tur- 
keys raised in the open during the 
summer cannot stand close confife- 
ment during the fattening period 
and should therefore not be copfined 

) pens. Comfinement often régults 
‘in the birds going off their feed and 
developing digestive troubles, some- 
times in death. The proper time to 
commence fattening is four weeks 
before they are wanted for table use, 
which is usually in November . and 
December. The young birds should 

feeding gradually. The
